DELPHINIUMS 


Fertilizes with commercial fertilizer as animal fertilizers have been 
found to promote crown rot. Use plenty of ccarse sand in soil as delphiniums 
need good drainage. In the fall cut spikes to the ground and put a trowel 
of fine charcoal and a couple of trowels of sand on ths crowns. Cut 
stalks clear to ground after first blooming and they will bloom again, 

Bacterial Leaf Spot may be controlled by drenching soil about plants wi 
Bordeaux several timos during the season. Orown Rot is controlled with 
corrosive sublimate solution. If very severe, plants should be destroyed 
and the soil sterilized. Mildew, aphids, and red spider ars controlled 
with dusting sulphur and Rotene or Garden Guard,

To control spray with weak Beordeax mixture several times in spring when 
the young tips first show. Also cut stalks back to the ground in the 
late fall. Ants do not injure the buds,

Spring planting is bast; cut 
back sharply, about two-thirds, at planting time. ipply dusting sulphur 
frequently to protect roses against disease. Jarden Guard or Aphis spray 
is\*good to destroy aphids. Nine parts dusting sulphur and one part arsenate 
of lead is exellent for "black spot", 411 of sur roses are No 1 stock and 
well-rooted. Most varieties will blocm freely this year.
